SALVATION ARMY TO 
_ SUPPLY FREE MILK. 


TAKES UP WORK OF AIDING THE 
TUBERCULAR WHEN CITY 
AND COUNTY CANNOT. 


Nine thousand quarts of milk will 
be supplied monthly to tubercular 
children and those predisposed to 
lung disease in families unable to 
secure the life-sustaining fluid for 
themselves by a new charitable en- 
terprise undertaken by the Salvation 
Army, it was announced yesterday 
by Brig. C. R. Boyd, divisional com- 
mander of the relief organization in 
Southern California. 

According to Brig. Boyd, the Sal- 
vation Army has assumed this re- 
sponsibility, in addition to its various 
other relief activities, because the 
city and county charities are totally 
unable to cope with the situation. 

The milk distribution work is based 
upon statistics furnished by the City 
Health Department, under the direc- 
tion of Miss Agnes G. Talcott, chief 
nurse. Solicitors working under Miss 
Talcot for a period of several months 
made a thorough canvass of the milk 
consumption in the homes of the 
city and learned that more than 125 
quarts are néeded to supply the im- 
mediate daily demand and that the 
monthly consumption will reach 


about 9000 quarts when all of the| “ 


families whose needs are patent are 
supplied. 

Brig. Boyd stated yesterday that 
the army has distributed more than 
2000 milk tickets during the past 
month to those whose needs were the 
most urgent and that the relief work 
on a large scale will be started im- 
mediately. Families who are able to 
pay in part for the milk will be asked 
to do so, but those who are absolute- 
ly destitute will be supplied free.
